Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Yano et al does NOT teach in Claim 1 , a liquid crystal display, 
comprising a scan driver, coupled to the power device, outputting a plurality of scan signals to the display unit array, 
wherein the scan driver sequentially outputs the scan signals to the display unit array in normal operation of the liquid 
crystal display, and the scan driver outputs an erase signal and all the scan signals during shutdown and power 
on processes of the liquid crystal display; a current limiting device, coupled between the second output terminal and 
the scan driver, limiting instantaneous current from the power device when the scan driver simultaneously outputs 
all the scan signals. Also, Yano et al does not teach the current limmiting device resister 102 , where the device 102's 
connection because there is no device between power supply 101 and resister 102 . 
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
